Editorial: A LITTLE EXERCISE IS BETTER THAN NONE! While 
most of the boys you see in the physique books exercise to make 
their bodies attractive, some people fail to realize the vital neces¬ 
sity of everyone, everyd ay doing regular exercise to keep his body 
healthy. No matter how indifferent we may be to ctiticisms of our 
physical shortcomings, we cannot ignore the meny unpleasant ef¬ 
fects of the degeneration that a completely inactive life brings on. 

Often headaches, backaches, poor digestion etc. can be at¬ 
tributed to lack of exercise. We are not suggesting that maximum 
health depends on heavy workouts with barbells which while most ef¬ 
ficacious in forming large, hypertrophied muscles will be of limited 
and sometimes negative value in maintaining good physical condition. 

Almost any sport resulting in a great deal of movement will do 
the job for us. Failing the time or facilities for daily sports, ashort 
period of calisthenics will admirably serve our purpose. Fifteen min¬ 
utes a day would be fine—BUT if for any reason we feel too lazy to 
put in that fifteen minutes, then cut it down to ten minutes, or five, 
ortwo, but at least do something. Go through at least a couple of 
repetitions of the exercises you have decided to include in your reper¬ 
toire. Often you may find that though you started your exercise per¬ 
iod somewhat indifferent a moment or so of imovement finds you ac¬ 
tually enjoying yourself 

Just a few moments of exercise every day consistently is pre¬ 
ferable to exhaustive efforts once a week. The older we get the 
more essential this daily ritual becomes. Failing regular conditionings 
if the older individual should suddenly be called upon to exert a very 
great effort, it may prove too much for him. 

Insurance doctors believe that this consistent daily exercise may 
actually add extra years to your life. Isn't it worth a try? 


For Dieters Only: "FOOD FOR THOUG HT"—DIETETIC, THAT 
IS! Anyone who has ever had to "deny" himself desired foods 
because he knows they would add to his weight problem has no 
doubt wished for some completely non-nutritive but appetite 
satisfying assortment of food. Of course, many are now using the 
artificial sweetners which contain no calories but which produce 
the same sense of sweetness and salivation as sugar. Still desired, 
however, are foods which provide bulk with delicious flavors but 
no penalty. 

Actually such foods should soon be a reality, because they 
cai be formed with a base of non-nutritive cellulose with added 
artificial flavors which will trick the stomach into thinking (or 
sensing) that it is getting a fine meal, cause it to pour out its di¬ 
gestive juices, churn away, but reap nothing for its effort (and 
like the monkey-man who foolishly sued us at AMG, end up put¬ 
ting out value end getting nothing.) Thus, the more we would 
eat the thinner we would get. 

One cannot help but wonder if all this might not be somewhat 

immoral- that one should be able to eat his cake at not be 

forced to have it too (in the form of fat.) Perhcps,this is an un¬ 
necessary guilt complex as senseless as that of sex moralists who 
believe that promiscuous intercourse should be penalized by fear 
of pregnency or disease. To be sure such artificial foods are not 
"natural" but then what phase of modem living is natural, and 
one unnatural practice must apparently be balanced with another. 

One of the greatest dangers of non-caloric foods would 
be that some individuals would use them indiscriminately failing 
to get important nutritional elements. Though not completely de¬ 
pendable, to a great extent our appetites lead us to obtain a 
necessary balance of essential food elements (especially if we e- 
liminate highly processed foods aid drinks.) Again we stress, 
that it is important for-all of us to read and understand foods so 

we can choose wisely-We are necessarily dependent on the so- 

called processed foods for much of our sustenance, so we must 
know all we can to make wise selections. Above all we must a- 
void faddists diets A complete 100% fast might be prefer¬ 
able to some foolish ill-balanced food plans. 

Ultimately any dieter to be a life-long success must learn to 
eat sensibly from readily available foods. The quicker he throws 
away all crutches such as artificial sweetners, etc. the better. 
Any overweight person who simply cuts down on excess quantity 
alone will immediately experience weight loss with absolutely no 
necessity for specialized diets or pills of any kind.

LYWOOD TO SECURE HIS CIVIL RIGHTS. Perhq« no other 
street in the world offers such an interesting end attractive var¬ 
iety of people as Hollywood Boulevard, end many folks take a 
genuine pleasure promenading up and down its broad star-studded 
sidewalks enjoying the sights. However, of late zealous police 
goaded by a trashy Hollywood newspqper which makes its princi¬ 
pal op peal to salacious minds, have taken to challenging indi¬ 
vidual citizen's rights to be on the street without specific busin¬ 
ess. Numerous other abuses have also occured, 

A particular young man, who is the subject of this article, 
had been warned several times that he must stay off of Hollywood 
Boulevard but his response was that since he was breaking no law 
he would walk there whenever he pleased. "To teach him a 
lesson" 2 policemen picked him up in a squad car end drove him 
high into the Hollywood Hills to "question " him, end at the end 


of the interrogation they literally dumped him out of the car end 
refused to drive him back down to the boulevard. This incident 
occurred very close to the home of actor Vince Edwards who ob¬ 
served the rude treatment by the officers.

How¬ 
ever, the second police group were no more sympathetic then the 
first end they said the boy would have to walk the several miles 
down the hill. Instead, "Dr. Casey" drove the young men to the 
local office of the Americcn Civil Liberties Union. In short or¬ 
der the police department was called onto the carpet. The of¬ 
fending officers literally begged forgiveness. However, when 
last we heerd a suit was pending as a warning to other officers to 
show proper respect for the citizenry which pays their salaries. 

It is vital to a well ordered society that the people as well as the 
police share a mutual respect for each other, and those who are
